\1, 2005, five cockatiels were 
shipped from Texas to Alabama. 
One bird appeared sick after 
arrival and was taken to a yeteri- 
narian. The bird was tested and 
on March 24th the results came 
hack positive for Psittacosis in 
one bird, On March 25th, the pet 
Store began a 45-day quarantine 
of the birds, All-of the birds-are 
being treated for the disease and 
have responded well. 

“It appears to be an. isolated 
incident at one store, but we are 
still taking precautionary meas- 
ures,” stated Commissioner Ron 
Sparks. “I have discussed this 
situation with Dr. Thomas

Beginning Turkey 
Hunters Can Bag 
A Bird Too 


I know of no other hunting sport in Alabama that intimidates as 
many beginners as turkey hunting does, While it is true that it takes 
many years to become an expert caller, newcomers often lure an Old 
Tom to within gun range. 

Eddie Salter, a world champion turkey caller, says beginning 
turkey calling is not as difficult as most beginners think itis, Salter 
says a good slate or box call is ideal for the novice. Salter recom- 
mends getting an experienced caller to help with the basic calls, and 
to purchase a good instructional cassette and learn to imitate the 
calls on the tape, Finding someone to help you and practicing along 
with the cassette will have you on the fast tract to bagging a gobbler, 

Salter says beginners shouldn’t be concerned with becoming pro- 
ficient at making all the turkey calls, but just learn the basics. 
“Learn how to do a good yelp. This may be all you need to call up 
your first gobbler, One should perfect the yelp before moving on to 
other calls,” said Salter, 

Once a beginning caller feels proficient with the yelp, its time to 
go turkey hunting. “Learn to locate a gobbler first, Use a crow call 
or owl hooter the evening before you intend to hunt to locate where 
the gobbler is roosted, Be back at the spot where you roosted him 
the evening before at daylight, Locate him again with a locator call, 
If he gobbles, get to within 200 yards of him as fast as you can with- 
out spooking him. Find a tree as wide as your shoulders and lean 
back against it, Start out with 3 or 4 light yelps, Repeat this again 
4 or 5 time and stop calling, If you have gotten the cutting call down 
good, give it a try, followed by a fly down cackle. If you have not 
perfected these calls, wait a few minutes and make 8 or 10 yelps 
again,” says Salter, 

Most every turkey hunter prefers to hunt gobblers early in the 
morming, but if your job or other obligations prohibit you from 
going in the morning, birds can be bagged at other hours, too. One 
hunter | know doesn’t start hunting untill mid moming, He says 
hunters have pretty well scattered the birds and called it quits for the 
day. Since it is the nature of scattered turkey to want to get back 
together, he takes advantage of this instinct. He stalks along logging 
roads 6n private land and stops to yelp, When he hears a gobbler he 
hunts him much the same as he would if he was early morning hunt. 
ing. He cautions beginners that one should not try to get quite as 
close to a bird during mid morning as they would at daylight. 

Seasoned turkey hunters are the first to admit you pover stop 
learning, By learning the basic yelp, you have started a learning 
process that will never end.

County BOE approves pay increase

The Coffee County Board of 
Education, held its’ regular 
monthly meeting Thursday 
evening, April 7, and. received 
good news regarding a roofing 
project’ at» New Brockton 
Elementary School, 

Superintendent’ Dr, Linda 
Ingram said bids for the project 
were opened Tuesday, April 5, 
and she was pleased with both 
the number of bids submitted 
and the bid prices. 

Ingram said the low bid was 
provided by K C Construction 
of Dothan at $539,500 which 
was $11,039 lower than had 
been estimated. 

“T think we have j real good 
plan, I'm excited it came in 
Peis ta aid,” Tiigram said. 

She asked board members to 
approve the low bid as well as 
allowing her to send a letter of 
intent to proceed to the con- 
struction company. She said the 
letter will allow the company to 
go ahead and get started on the 
shop drawings while waiting on 
final approval from the state. 

“Lrealize it’s going to be a siz- 
able expenditure, but | think it 
will be worthwhile,” board 
chairman Charles Walker said, 

Board members voted unani- 
mously to approve the superin- 
tendent’s request. 

Ingram said shé hopes the 
company can get the work done 
prior to the opening of school 
(Aug. Ist) if weather permits. 

Board members continue to 


look for ways to increase the 
number of available substitute 
bus drivers. 

During Thursday evening's 
meeting, Ingram requésted’ the 
board’s approval to increase 
substitute bus driver pay from 
$40/day to $50/day. 

She said she is still having 
trouble getting substitute drivers 
and hopes this increase in pay 
will help; however, she realizes 
other options may also have to 
be looked at in the near future. 

Ingram said the school system 
is faced with several obstacles in 
obtaining substitute bus drivers 
because of all the requirements. 
She said new bus drivers are 
faced with quite a bit of upfront 
cost as they are required to get 
fingerprinted, go to Dothan’ to 
‘take the CDL “dtiver’s lidénse 
test and they have to take a driv- 
ing course. Other than being 
costly, she said these require- 
ments also take quite a bit of 
time. 

While discussing the matter, 
Ingram said an idea the school 
system might look at in the 
future would be to offer a sup- 
plement to.teachers to be “on- 
call” if the school needed a bus 
driver, If they school system 
decided to look at this sugges- 
tion, Ingram said a teacher; of 
course, would have to have a 
CDL license, and would have to 
drive a certain number of times 
during the year to be eligible for 
the supplement.

Mayor James Grimes noted that 
recent sewer problems on 
Claxton Avenue resulted in parts 
of Claxton being added to the 
project. The total project cost is 
projected at $576,505.00 with 
the proposed federal communi- 
ty development grant covering 
$500,000 of the expenses. 
Grimes noted that Elba was 
only one point: shy of getting 
thiS grant approved last year and 
hopefully refinements in the 
application data will make Elba 
more successful this year. He 
stressed the critical need for 
upgrading the older parts of the 
Elba sewer system, which is 
constructed with short sections 
of terra cotta pipe and is leaking
